Newaof astartling tragedy In the morih-
orn part of this county resched Lancaster lo-
day. Levi Hrooka, liviag in Ellsabeth town.
ship, near the line of Lebanon county, was
shot snd iosiantly killed thls morniog by &
relative named Killzabeih Goahort. The dead
man was 40 years of age.

The murder occurred between 11 and 12
o'clook at the houss of Mra Goshert, about
two miles north of Brickervilla Brooks
was walking up the steps to go into the
houss when the woman fired through the
door, The wespon used wes a shot-gun, and
the contenis lodged In his beed, killlng him
Inntantly.

Brooks lived at Lexington, and the woman
lived two miles north of Brickervilla Hhe
ia married, and has two children, Her bus-
band Is Wallaoe tioshert, laborer, and bhe was
not at home when Lhe lalal shot was fired
Brooks was on his way to & sale to buy
osttle and stopped st Goshert’s houss, Mra
(Goahert had no soquaintance with Brooks
and only knew him by slght. Brooks was a
plasterer by tradn. ‘The supposition is that
Mra Goslert, who was alons, was under the
impression that Brooks Intended to enter
ber bouss for the purpose of sssaulting
or muardering her, and sbe fred in sell-de-
fense. The desd body of Brooks has not
bean removed from the spot where It fell,
and will not be until the ooroner arrivea.
Mra Goshert has not been arreated yet. Her
nelghbors want uothing done uatil the offi.
cere of the law arrive,
